Walter W. Lee, Third; Vice President, 
died of a broken heart;it was said, after 
fruitless efforts to obtain work in a bank 
or any other congenial work. 

E. B. Wire, cashier, new with Tomp- 
kins Brothers, Newark, N. J., dealers in 
masons’ supplies; never, able to get back 
into a bank, 

Adolph Rado, assistant cashier, applied 
to every bank of importance in city in 
vain, and after three years is still out of 

m ent. 
‘rok C. Pringle, loan clerk, with As- 
sets Realization Ceompeny, 25 Broad 
Street, bui never obtained a place in a 
bank, 

Excepting only the tragic end of Mr. 
Lee, the Third Vice President, the out- 
standing case seemed to Mr. Wise to be 
that of Adolph Rado, the assistant cash- 
ier, who several times, he says, protested 


to Mr. Curtis against the business he was | 


required to do. He has not in all the four 
years since the Morse prosecution been 
able to find steady employment of any 
kind. 

Rado Applied to Every Bank. 


Mr. Rado’s case has been the subject 
of much concern to District Attorney 
Wise, as it had been to his predeceasor, 
Henry L: Stimson. Mr. Wise said last 
night that both he and Mr. Stimson had 
done their best to get employment in and 
out ef banks for Mr. Rado, and had

Mr. Rado was found last night in his 


home at Summit, N. J. He was reluctant 
to talk about the case, and throughout 
deciared that he had no criticism to make 
of the banks. But it was true, he said, 
that he had beer to every bank of any 
consequence in this city, and had n 
turned down by all. 

“JT have done everything in my power 
to get a place,” said Mr. Rado. “I had 
been in a bank for twenty-fivc years, or 
ever since I was fifteen years old, when 
the Morse prosecution came, and I have 
thought there should be some need for my 
experience, and the service I could_ren- 
der. In the years since I left the Bank 
of North America I have tramped from 
one bank to another until, I believe, there 
is not a bank of importance in New York 
which has not my application on file. 

“ Everywhere I went I told just exactly 
what my connection with the Bank of 
North America had been, and every- 
where, except one bank, I was told that 
my application would be taken, and if 
any opening occurred, which could be of- 
fered me, word would be sent me. At the 
bank in this list which I have excepted I 
was told that my. connection with the 
Morse bank did not weigh one particle 
against me with the Assistant Cashier 
whom I saw there. He said that the bank 
was about to open a new department, and 
he thought I would fit into the place ad- 
mirably. Whether or not some one higher 
up vetoed my application for the place, 
I do not know. All I know is that I never 
heard anything more from that bank. 


Handling Morse Bank Funds. 


*T would like to say that I never have 
been told at any bank that my testi-

Z00’S ONLY GORILLA DEAD.

Mile. Ninjo Could Not Endure Our 
Civilization—Nostalgia Ailed Her. 


Mile, Ningo, for ten days: the. Zoo's 
prizei and only gorilla and the only 
living gorilla in this country, ‘was gath- 
ered to her simian fathers late yesterday 


is the way of “pet tan flesh in this 
climate. In her b ten days’ sojourn 
here, however, she“achieved an endurance 
réetorg. She die of homesickness and 
starvation. -——~ : s 

Mile. Ningo, who was but a year old, 
was about two feet high. She was the 
treasure trove of a great expedition sent 
out by the New York Zoological Society 
in charge of Prof. R. L. Garner, into the 
French Congo. The Zoo wanted a living 
gorilla, and all previous attempts to bring 
one to this country had failed. One such 
gorilla had died on.shipboard, and the 
other, purchased from MHagenbeck, at 
Hamburg, for $1,000, died soon after 
reaching New York.. Prof. Garner and 
his party pushed 124 mhiles into the French 
Congo before they found Mlle. Ningo. 
The baby. gorilla was discovered in the 
possession of a native woman of the vil- 
lage of Ninge Sika, who hated to part 
with her, but was finally prevailed upon 
to do so out of regard for the zoological 
interests of civilization and other consid- 
erations more material—beads and money. 

Almost immediately, however, Mille. 
Ningo, who did not like civilization, be- 
gan to sicken. Prof, Gardner fed her 
solicitously on plantain leaves, the sole 
diet of the gorilla tribe, and she picked 
up a bit. 

All the way on the trip from West 
Africa to this country, however, . Mile. 
Ningo remained sulky and. sour, When 
she arrived here, two weeks ago, she was 
met at the pier by-a small army of re- 
porters, but refused to talk. Thanks to 
much space in the next day’s newspapers, 
however, the public learned all about 
her. and since then there has been a con- 
Stant crowd of visitors at her cage in 
the Zoo. 

To all of them she was, however, not 
at home, remaining clhéseted constantly 
in a box in one corner of her cage. Cura- 
tor Britton of the Botanical Gardens sent 
Over a dally allowance of plantain leaves 
from his department for her, but she 
would eat only sparingly, and wasted 
away rapidly. By day a special watch 
was kept over her by Keeper Engelholm, 
by night Keeper Snyder stood on guard. 
Curator Ditmars had three chefs at the 


Zoo cook broths for the imported maiden, 
but she would have none of them. 

Yesterday when op ~ Engelholm 
stepped into the found Mlle. 
Ningo's — on its ck, and her soul 
in Congo. he had died in the change 
of watches, without a sigh or oan. 

Curator Ditmars, Dr. Reed Blair, and 
others were notified, and were soon ex- 
erting every effort to coax back the little 
simian lady. But she remained true to 
the traditions of her tribe, and would not 
come back. ' 

With great reluctance it was admitted 
at the Zoo last night that the only good 
gorilla in the United States seems to be 
a stuffed gorilla. Mile. Ningo will prob- 
ably bevome such in a few days.

HORSE MAIMS RIDER, 
HURTS THREE WOMEN 


Runaway at Lynnewood Hunt 
Races Tramples Crowd After 
Rolling on Fallen Jockey. 


HAROLD “ROBERTS DYING 


injured Women Among Those Who 
Rushed on Field at Widener Farm 
After Roberte’s Accident.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—Thrown and 
rolled upon by his mount at the Lynne- 
wood hunt races to-day at the Bikins 
Park home of Joseph E. Widener at the 
first jump of the third race, Jdéckey 
Harold Roberts suffered a fractured skull, 
internal injuries, a broken leg, and nu- 
merous contusions. He is in a dying con- 
dition at the Jewish Hospital. 

Three women among the crowd are in 
the same institution more or less sefrious- 
ly injured. They wére run down by Mel- 
tonere, the horse which threw and rolled 
on Roberts after he had bolted for more 
than five miles around the track and back 
to the scene of the accident. 

The three women injured are Mrs. 
Sarah R. Sullivan of Morristown, N. ¥.; 
Mrs. W. W. Hopple, and her daughter, 
Mrs. Francis Payton, both of 181 Union 
Avenue, Ashbourne, Penn. Mrs. Payton 
is the wife of an insurance broker at 


Mrs. Sullivan was the most seriously in- 
jured of the three women. Mrs. Hopple 
and her daughter, who suffered lacera- 
tions and contusions of the body, were 
taken to their home from the hospital 
in an automobile. 

All the injured were placed in the au- 
tomobile of a spectator and rushed to 
the Jewish Hospital. Physicians there do 
not expect Roberts to live. The accident 
to the women was due to the fact that 
after the throwing of the jockey specta- 
tors rushed on the field. They were stand- 
ing about the prostrate form of the in- 
jured man when Meltonere returned. The 
race, which was known as the Coligny 
steeplechase and was two miles in length, 
had been finished; Coligny the property 
of J. E. Widener, winning, Enniskillen 
taking second 
third place. 

Apparently every one had forgotten 
about Meltonere. After stumbling at the 
first jump, while well up with the lead- 
ers, the animal had regained its feet 
and bolted around the jump. Over the 
succeeding jumps he fled at terrific speed, 
distancing the mounted hunters, but tak- 
ing a wider course. It is estimated that 
Meltonere traveled fully five miles.

Just be- 
fore reachi the first jump. Meltonere 
was seen to falter slightly, but under the 
urging of his rider he started for 
halt , and then rose to take the 
jump. he did he tumbled and went 
down ina heap, turning in the air so that 
the jockey fell beneath him. Not reatiz- 
ing the serious nature of the accident, 
the othcr riders In the race urged their 
ast the fallen man and contin- 
ued in the contest. Meltonere is owned 
by the Valley Hill Farms. 

The races were continued after the in- 
jurea had been taken to the hosp'tal. 

The fifth event of the Lynnewood races 
was marked by another runaway and the 
throwing of three riders from the saddles 
when their mounts stumbled. over the hur- 
dles in a eageplechase for the Lynnewood 
Challenge Cup. The course was two and 
one-half miles, and the mounts were rid- 
den by gentlemen riders in hunting cos- 
tume. . 

Exciting incidents thrilled the specta- 
tors throughout the race, and several of 
the riders narrowly eneaped serious in- 
ury. The first rider to throwh was 

homas Wright, riding Lenahe. The 
horse stumbled in attempting to take the 
first hurdle on the firat round. Wright 
was thrown heavily to the ground, but 
escaped injury and remounted. . On the 
second round the horse stumbled over 
the same hurdle and again Wright went 
sprawling to the dirt track. e@ then 
withdrew from the race. On the next 
roma William Black, riding Adventurer, 
was thrown when the horse_ stumbled, 
but he, too, esca injury. The horse, 
however, ran ower - full speed and was 
not captured until the race was over. On 
the fourth round Bayard Tuckerton, Jr., 
wag thrown, but escaped injury and con- 
tinuing the race won second place.

HUPPUGH INDICTED 
IN WALL PAPER SUIT 


Cleveland Grand Jury Charges 
Him and Seven Others with 


Restraining Trade. 

















NO TRUST, HUPPUCH SAYS 


Republicang Likely to Use Indictment 
to Attack Dix Administration 
in State Campaign.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 5.—A Grand 
Jury in the Federal Court here this 
afternoon indicted eight men connected 
with the manufacture and distribution of 
wall paper and thus started the fight of 
the Government against the so-called 
trust under the Sherman law. 

Prominent among the men indicted 1s 
infield A. Huppuch, head of the Stand- 
ard Wall Paper Company of New York 
and a member of the up-State Public 
Service Commission of New York and a 
partner of Gov. Dix of New. York. As 
Mr. Huppuch is a chief Meutenant of Gov, 
Dix, politicians see in these indictments 
an angle that may have some influence in 
the coming Presidential campaign. That 
backers of President Taft may use this 
indictment as campaign material is cer- 
tain, and it is likely that opponents of 
Gov. Dix in New York will also seize the 
Huppuch connection with the alleged Wall 
Paper Trust as a weapon to use against 
the present New York State Administration. 
The other manufacturers, with Mr. Hup- 
puch, all of whom are-.said to be the mov- 
ing spirits in an association of manufact- 
urers that works with the jobbers to re- 
Sirain trade, are Robert F. Hobbs of Ho- 
en, Benton & Rush Company, John 
McCoy of York, Penn., head of the York 
Card and Paper Company, and George 
Tait of Hackensack, of the W, Campbell 
Paper Company. The other jobbers in- 
dicted are J. B. Pearce of Cleveland, C., 
C. Aler of Columbus, Norton Newcomb of 
St. Louis, and Charlies E. Maxwell of Chi-

ALBANY, N, Y., Oct. 5.—Gov. John A. 
Dix was s one time a Director jn the 
Standard Wall Paper Company of Hudson 
Falls, whose Vice President, infield A. 
Muppuch, was indicted in Cleveland. to- 
day by the Federal Grand Jury. The Gov- 
erhor resigned from the Direetorate prior 
to assuming his present office on Jan. 1. 

Mr. uppuch succeeded Mr. Dix a 
Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee following the latter's nomination 
for the Governorship last Fall, and in 
February last was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor as @ member of the up-State Public 
Service Commission. Mr, Huppuch subse- 

uently resigned the Chairmanship of the 
State ‘ommittee, but his resignation has 
not yet been nocepres. 

Discussing the indictment to-night, Mr. 
Huppuch said: 

“The intimation that this action has 
been taken against @ wall paper trust is 
s0 ridiculous that it Is hardly worth at- 
tention were it not made th the idea 
of misleading people who are not ac- 
quainted with the facts. There is fo 
wall paper dealer in the United States, 
large or small, who cannot testify as to 
the absurdity of this charge. 

“During the last twelve years the con- 
dition of the wall paper manufacturing 
trade has been one of demoralization. 
During that period 55 per cent. of the 
wall paper manufacturers who were in 
business twelve years ago have either 
failed or the business has been wound 
up. Two large mills in the United States 
discontinued business in June or July of 
this year, one of them voluntarily and 
the other through bankruptoy. Of the 
remaining 45 per cent, several of the 
larger manufacturers have been obliged to 
undergo reorganization for financial rea- 
sons.’ 

Mr. Huppuch expressed the opinion that 
the indictment was based ups a com- 

laint made "i, Frank Hall of Pittsburgh 
fhat certain jobbers and mannfacturers 
had met and decided not to gell their 
goods to five and ten cent stores. 

“This allegation,”’ he said, “has posi- 
tively no basis, the facts being that on 
the date which Mr. Hall states the meet- 
ing was held there were no five and ten 
cent wall paper stores in existence other 
than those operated by him,” 

Mr. Huppuch added that Hall's com- 
panies failed on several occasions and as 
he Standard Wall Paper Company had to 
accept 25 cents on the dollar for its bills, 
it discontinued selling to him.

Henry H Hunter, counsel for the Inde- 
pondsat Retail Tobacconists’ Association, 
will work in co-operation with Mr. Brand- 
eis and Mr. Levy. Organizations of plant- 
ers, manufacturers, merchants, and re- 
tailers are arranging now to get together. 
under the leadership of Mr. Brandeis. 

There has been some hesitation among 
these interests to antagonize the great 
combination upon which in large meas- 
ure they are dependent for business. This 
was pointed to yesterday by those who 
are antagonistic to the proposed plan as 
evidence that the plan itself will not ef- 
fect a real disintegration and a return 
to fair competitive conditions, for if it 
would the independent wo:1id have no fear 
of the wrath of the trust or those con- 
trolling it. These peuple said that the 
name of Mr. Brandeis would overcome 
this reluctance, and that before the pub- 
lic discussion of the plan begins in the 
Circuit Court nexl week a very large 
proportion of the independent interests 
will be behind him. 

Mr, Levy, who is associated with him, 
was @ speciul assistant to the Attorney 
General, along with Henry W. Taft, in 
the early stages of the Government’s in- 
vestigation of the Tobacco Trust, in 
Roosevelt's Administration. Messrs, Taft 
and Levy served in this capacity from 
March, 1005, to June, 1907, when the work 
was taken up by James C. McReynolds, 
who will be associated with Attorney 
General Wickersham in the coming don- 
test. 

The retention of Mr. Brandeis was not 
known until last night, and the officials 
of the American Tobacco Company earlier 
in the day were disposed to minimize the 
signe of trouble that have been gathering 
in the last few days. They expressed sur- 
sifieac the report that the plan was not 
applitactory to ¥s 
of Attorney " 

The Othet side said Mr. Wickersham 
had refrained from expressing his views 
to any extent in the conferences held 
under. the auspices of the United States 
Cireult Court and was maintaining a judi- 
‘clal attitude until the scheme should 
come Officially before the Judges for gen- 
eral discussion in public. 

It was said in behalf of the Tobacco 
Company that the plan for the division of 
the business among three new companies 
should not be considered the plan of the 
trust itself, but a common ground from 
which it and the Government attorneys 
could work.

The importance which Mr. Brandeis at- 
tached to the reorgnization, the indepen- 
dents said, was not alone because of the 
inadequacy of the separation into three 
companies of the property and business 
of the American Tobacco Company, al- 
though that involved the future of thou- 
sands of small manufacturers and deal- 
ers, but because if the plan were per- 
mitted to go throggn @ precedent would 
be established for the theatment of other 
great combinations of capital. It was

in the financing and control of big indus- 
trial organizations. 

“What must be done,’ said one of the 
independents, ‘is to restore the tobacco 
industry to the condition that prevailed 
before there was any combination. The 
small manufacturer, as well as the small 
dealer, must be permitted to develop his 
particular business unhampered and un- 
afraid. This is not at all the condition 
that would result from the prorat plans 
of the trust. The division of its business 
among three new corporations, with the 
same men in control of them that now 
control the American Tobacco Companay, 
would be farcical. The distribution of 
the trust’s stock in the United Cigar 
Stores Company among the individual 
stookholders of the American Tobacco 
Company would have no effect whatever 
toward relieving the conditions. in the 
retail] store business of which the inde- 
peerest dealers so loudly complain. The 
‘act that the three new companies would 
each be engaged in the manufacture of 
all kinds of tobacco products, and that 
none of them would control quite 50 per 
cent. in any branch, falls far short of the 
requiremerits. 

“Bven if the new companies were not 
to remain in the control of the same in- 
dividuals who control the present monop- 
oly, each of the new concerns would still 
be at huge combination in restraint of 
trade.”’

BISHOP APPROVES THE WAR. 


Mer. Bonomelli Says It Is a Hard 
Necessity—Blesses Italy’s Army. 


ROME, Oct. 5.—Mgr. Bonomelli, ‘Bishop 
of Cremena, one of the most distinguished 
of the Reman Catholic prelates, has issued 
@ pastoral letter to the clergy and the 
Catholics of his diocese on the subject of 
Tripoli. 

The Rishop is widely known for his 
liberal views, but for which, it is com- 
monly neld, he would have been made a 
Cardinal before now. A letter written 
by him at the request of those interestéd 
was a feature of the ‘World Missionary 
ae held in Edinburgh in June, 


In the present letter to his diocese the 
Bishop says: ~ 
War is always a terrible scourge, but, as 
the sunrise of peace is still far off, in cer- 
tain cases, Mike that of Tripoli, it is a 
hard necessity for the triumph of justice 
and civilization. It is not blind or arbi- 
trary a or thirst for conquest which 
bas induced Italy, already too patient and 
too often g@eceived,.to have reeourse . to 
arms; but the necessity for our defence, 
the protection of our economic interests, and 
the vindicaticn of our national dignity, too 
eften overloked by Turkey, while the Ott- 
man Empire is crowded with Italian immi- 
grants who bring their strength, thelr mus- 
cles, and the influence of their capital into 
the commerce and industry of the country. 
The Bishop concludes by onying that 
he also approves and encourages the ex- 
Se to Tripoli bécause, *‘ next to the 
color rises the cross; next to the work 
of civilization stands religion, which has 
freed the world from slavery.” He adds: 
“Italy certainly will respect the religion 
of the natives, but/the work of the mis- 
sionaries, protect by the State, will 
produce a salutary transformation. 
“In the last days of my life, I, 
Bishop of Christ and an Italian citizen, 
bless the soldiers with all the ee of 
my soul. Clergy and the faithful, let us 
pray and wait with confidence.”

Aim, Some Say, to Set Up Not Manuel 
but Pretender, Whose Son Mar- 
ried Anita Stewart.

LONDON, Oct. 5.—In spite of official 
denials in Lisbon Portuguese Royalfsts 
in London continue to assert that a 
serious attempt to restore the fhon- 
archy is now in progress and is meet- 
ing with corisiderable success. In fact 
they predict that Oporto will soon be 
in thé hands of Capt. Couceiro, the 
Royalist leader, who is reported to have 
entered the frontier town of Zamora 
this morning after making a feint at 
another point, 

Couceiro is said to be at the head of 
2,000 men with 12 cannon. Among his 
followers, it is also said, is Prince 
Francis Joseph, son of Dom Miguel of 
Braganza, and younger brother of that 
Prince Miguel, who on his marriage to 
Anita Stewart, daughter of Rhineland- 
er Stewart of New York, renounced his 
claims to the Portuguese throne. 

When King Carlos was assassinated, 
Dom Miguel wrote to his cousii' King 
Manuel that he was ready to recog- 
nize him as King if Manuel would in 
turn recognize the pretender’s house as 
next in order of succession. Last Jan- 
uary, however, the pretender expressed 
doubts as to whether King Manuel 
would ever be recalled to the Portuguese 
throne, and said he and the sons of 
his house of Braganza were ready to 
devote their lives to the service of the 
country when Portugal grew tired of 
a Republican form of Government. 

Persons here, who know Capt. Paiva 
Couceiro, who is the soul of the Royal- 
ist agitation, declare that he is much 
more in favor of Dom Miguel than 
King Manuel. In King Manuel's en- 
tourage, however, the suggestion that 
Couceiro is an adherent of the pre- 
tender is scoffed at. A member of the 
young King’s suite sald to-day, that if 
it was really true that Prince Francis 
Joseph was with Coucetro’s force, he 
was fighting for King Manuel. 

Various dispatches agree in saying 
that Prince Francis Joseph is with 
Couceiro. The elder brother, Miguel, 
who assumed the title of Duke of Vi- 
zieu when he married Miss Stewart, is 
said to be in Vienna. His wife, who 
has recently been staying in London 
with her mother, Mrs. James Henry 
Smith, who has been ill, left here a few 
days ago for the Continent.

IN THE REICHSRATH 


Debate Interrupted by Fusillade 
from Gallery—Workman Ar- 
rested for the Deed. 








SHRIEKING MOB OF WOMEN 


Hall of Austrian Parliament Filled 
with Them—DisordereFollows on 
Recent Food Riots. 


VIENNA, Oct. 5.—Four shots were 
fired from the gallery in the lower house 
of the Reichsrath to-day in the direc- 
tion of the Ministerial benches, where the 
Ministers of Justice and Bducation were 
seated. No one was injured. The man 
who fired the shots was arrested, and 
proved to be‘a Dalmatian workman. He 
admitted that he had fired at the Minis- 
ter of Justice. 


The would-be assassin arrived from 


Sebenico, Dalmatia, three days ago for 
the purpose of killing the Minister of 
Justice. His name is given as Njegus. A 
friend, a Socialist named Pav pro- 
cured the tickets of admission to the 
Reichsrath, Paulin also has been ar- 
Yested. 

Dr. Adler, a Social Democrat, was at- 
tacking the Minister of Justice, Herr 
Hochenburger, because of the severity of 
the sentences imposed upon those ar- 
rested during the recent rioting at meet- 
ings held in protest against the high cost 
of food, when the shooting occurred. 
Close by Herr Hochenburger sat the 
Minister of Education, Count Stuergkh. 

There was much excitement for a time 
and the session was abruptly adjourned. 
It is supposed that the attack was the 
result of the bitterness engendered 
against the Government during the cam- 
paign against the increased cost of liv- 
ing. A mass meeting of Social Demo- 
crats was held on Sunday, Sept. 17, and 
was followed by the destruction of prop- 
erty and conflicts with the police, dur- 
ing which three persons were killed and 
nearly 100 others injured. 

The session of the house preceding the 
shooting had been a turbulent one. The 
Czech Deputies brought 300 school chil- 
dren, with their mothers, into the halls 


to protest against the closing of the 
Czech schools in Vienna. The German 
Deputies objected to the presence of the 
women, and the latter retaliated by t- 
fing in the faces of the Deputies... The 
halls were filled with an upr r') 
shrieking women and weeping children 
when the shooting took place.

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CHALONER CHARGES PLOT. 


In Hearing to be Rid of Committee 
He Asserts Family Conspiracy.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., .Oct. 5.— 
John Armstrong Chaloner, continuing his 
testimony to-day before the Special Mas- 
ter in his suit for the discharge of the 
committee .of his person, entered on @& 
tirade against a number of persons. well 
known in New York society and Wall 
Street. The. head and front of an alleged 
cohspiracy against. him he considered to 
be the late Lewis Morris Rutherford, the 
astronomer and one: of America’s most 
famous scientific men, who had, he al- 
leged, conspired to have him incarcerated 
for life in Bloomingdale Asylum. 

Chaloner had, he asserted, come into 
possession of information which he con- 
sidered reflected on the astronomer, and 
had written to him about it. Prof. Ruth- 
erford replied to him, the witness alleged, 
and the correspondence was put in a 
safety deposit box in a New York bank. 

This safe deposit box, Chaloner went on 
to declare, was blown open while he 
was confined in Bloomingdale in order to 
permit the late Prescott Hall Butler, who 
was the committee of his person, to take 
away these incriminating documents and 
destroy them. 

The witness continued to denounce well- 
known persons, including members of his 
own family, in severe Janguage. 

Chaloner, at the end of his testimony 
this afternoon, said: ,

Word of the latest bribery story reached 
the Capitol just as the rush of to-night’s 
session was about to begin. The leaders, 
when they heard what had been pub- 
lished, grinned and declared that they 
would make “fools of themselves" were 
they to dignify such a silly story by tak- 
ing official notice of it. 

Assemblyman Aaron %. Levy was the 
only miember who seemed. to take the 
story as a serious reflection on the As- 
sembly.

the time, saying that he had completed 
other arrangements for the day and that 
the former Présiderit 6f the bank had giv- 
en no notice of His ‘appéaranc’. The ob- 
jection of Mr. Cropsey prevailed, and Mr. 
Grout seemed piqued. 

He read a statement in which he men- 


tioned specifically eleven subjects as to 

hich he declared himself ready to tes- 
tify. He explained his unexpected appear- 
ance by stating that the progress of the 
inquiry had given him the information he 
desired as to the nature of the investiga- 
tion and enabled him to prepare himself 
to answer quéstions. He safd he would 
be present when wanted as a witness, and 
left the court. |. 

Mr. Grout’s — and the te- 
ment made by him were taken as indi- 
cating that he had decided not to press 
his appeal fr the decision of Justice 
Putnam requiring him to attend as a wit- 
ness, which is now before the Appellate, 
Division. When he walked into the room 
Mr. Cropsey was examining a witness. 
Ignoring the Jawyer, Mr. Grout ad- 
dressed himself to ag Mg gh aepgem 
of Banks Edward Lane Dodge, who was 
presiding, saying: 

“TI wish to say a word which may fa- 
cilitate your proceedings.’’

-Some of them wished to talk Tim- 
othy I. Woodruff into the hands of a 
jailer, while the others hoped to picture 
him a master contribytor to the sum of 
human knowledge: . 

The reason all failed to testify was tha 
Justice Gittins found. in the information 
filed by Robert ‘Rogers, Chairman of the 
Social vice Committee of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Long Island, against Mr. 
Woodruff, “certain and sundry fatal 
faults.” On these “ fatal faults,” which 
had to do with legal technicalities wholly 
unfathomable to the laymen witnesses, 
Justice Gittins dismissed the complaint 
and released the ex-Lieutenant Governor. 

After setting Mr. Woodruff free, Justice 
Gittins disposed of the case against. his 
ticket seller, Joseph Rosenthal, in a simi- 
lar manner. He statpd that the informa- 
tion did not recite with sufficient clear- 
ness that Mr. Woodruff was in fact the 
actual promoter and manager of the avi- 
ation meet, and that this aviation meet 
was in fact-included under the designation 
“other shows” in the Sunday laws, and 
that the ticket seller charged with vio, 
lating the laws was in fact employed by 
Mr. Woodruff. 

The plea that he consider the informa- 
tion defective was made by Dean Potter 
of Mr. Woodruff’s counsel. Samuel Mar- 
cus, representing the complainant, set 
forth’ that the information contained plen- 
ty of exact data to show that there had 
been an aviation meet at Nassau Boule- 
vard on Sunday, Sept. 24, that tickets of 
admission were sold, prizes promis food 
and drinks peddled, and noise made by 
aeroplane. motors and the cheers by a 
multitude.

WASHINGTON; Oct. 5.—When the war 
between Italy and Turkey is over it is ex- 
pected that the latter country will imme- 
diately seek to obtain a navy strong 
enough to enable“her to make some use 
ot her magnificent army, now practically 
impotent...

REARRANGE ARMY STRENGTH. 


War Department Corrects Defects Re- 
vealed by Texas Manoeuvres. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—One of the 
most important lessons iearned during the 
recent manoeuvres in Texas was the ne- 
cessity of keeping all troop, battery, and 
company organizations at all times at full 
war strength. To correct existing defects 
in that respect the War Department has 
issued an order rearranging the strength 
of the army. 

The feature of the order is the addition 
of_seventy men to each cavalry and sev- 
enty-two to each infantry regiment serv- 
ing outside of the United States or in 
Hawaii. There are some slight changes 
in the strength of the field and coast ar- 
tillery, and provision is made for perma- 
nent assignment for headquarters duty. 
The additional men are found by reduc- 
ing by one thousand the eight thousand 
men now engaged in recruiting. 

The order fixes the strength of the army 
at 77,523 men, but this includes large 
detachments of scouts, prison guards, sig- 
hal corps men, and others engaged in non- 
line duty, so that the normal strength of 
the actual fighti force is reduced to 
66,698, which includes all the troops serv- 
ing outside of the United States. 


TERM FOR BOY COINERS. 


Brothers to Serve Two Years In Gov- 
ernment Reform School. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—James Leonard, 
eleven years old, and his brother Henry, 
fourteen, were brought here last night 
by Marshal Tyree of West Virginia to 
serve two years in the Government Re- 
form School for making spurious coins.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—The State De- 
partment has been formally advised of 
the purpose of President Arosemena of 
Fanama to take a vacation of six months 
and absent himself from the country in 
order to qualify for election as President 
of Panama again. The present inclina- 
tion of the department is to remain in a 
watchful attitude and refrain from in- 
tervention in Panama unless it becomes 
evident that the course outlined by Presi- 
dent Arosemena is likely to involve the 
country in civil war. 

Such a condition would not be tolerated 
by the American Government, not only 


because of its evil effects upon the Pana-; 


ma Canal project but because of the 
obligation which America has assumed 
in its treaty with Panama to see that 
peace is maintained. The elections will 
not take place unti] next year.

Recovered Is 50 and 
About 25 Are Missing. 


RAILROAD CALLS FOR*RELIEF 


Mounted State Constabulary Ordered 
to Stop the Looting of Wrecked 
Houses. 


— 


AUSTIN, Penn,, Oct. 5—In a day's 
work™of overhauling the wreckage here, 
due to the breaking of the dam last Sat- 
urday and the resultant flood, five ad~- 


rditional bodies were accounted, for to- 


day. Four bodies and the nether limbs 
of a woman are in the morgue to-night. 

The dead recovered to date number 
fifty, with about twenty-five more to be 
accounted for, according to the more or 
less accurate census by which the cas- 
ualties are checked off. 

Of the bodies tecovered to-day, three 
were those of children, one a two-yéar- 
old boy with light~hair, and Clarence 
Barnes, 5 years, and Herbert Reese, 3 
years. .The only adult body found was 
that of Mrs, Anna Fifzgerald. All had: 
been washed some distance below the vil- 
lage, down the valley toward Costello. 

Commissioner of Health Samuel G. 
Dixon to-night received notification from 
Philadelphia that another step toward 
the relief of Austin has been taken by 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, which has 
sent out a circular to all its representa- 
tives and agents to accept and forward 
withott charge all goods offered to them 
and directed or consigned to the Relief 
Committee at Aastin. ‘ 

While satisfactory progress is being 
made, the work of clearing up is neces- 
sarily slow. One of the worst obstacles 
lies in the thousands of cords of hemlock 
slabs and pulp wood that were swept 
down from the Bayless pulp and paper 
mill, where thé dam stood that gave way 
and caused the flood. This was strewn 
everywhere, setting, sl&b upon slab, at 
all angles, wherever thé water left it. 

Picks, shovels, blocks, and _ ropes in 
large quantities were ordered from Buf- 
falo, and will be here in the morning. 
This, it is expected, will better equ 
the wreckers and facilitate the work o 
clearing up the wreckage. ‘ 

Since the arrest of several looters and 
the finding of stolen peeeerty stored in 
houses near Costello, it has been deemed 
wise to police that section also, although 
the greatest looting was done on Satur- 
day shortly after the disaster and before 
the State Constabulary arrived. 

Capt. Robinson, in command of the 
lice, has ordered ten mounted 
proceed from the barracks at 
Punxsutawney, and they are expected to 
arrive here to-morrow. They will patrol 
the road between here and Costello. 

Interest centres to-night in the inquest 
which will be opened in the schoolhouse 
here to-morrow at the direction of Dis- 
trict Attorney H. W. Nelson of Couders- 
port, Penn. He has thus far declined to 
disclose who he will subpoena as wit-

TO MAKE A SEARCHING INQUIRY. 


State Water Commission Will Look 
Into the Disaster at Austin. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 5.—The 
State Water Commission to-night an- 
nounced that it would make further in- 
quiries into the causes of the breaking 
of the Bayless dam at Austin, and rec- 
ommend legislation to-give it full au- 
thority over all dams in the State, ex- 
isting or to be built. The position of 
the commission was indicated by this 
statement: 

“The Water Supply Commission of 
Pennsylvania at its meeting to-day, after 
careful hearing and consideration of the 
facts submitted to it by the members 
of that body who have been on the 
ground since the disaster. as well as the 
report of its chief engineer, who was in 
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nder e law it is possible to place 
ohatruations n. streams not heretofore 
declared public highways without the 
knowledge of the Water Supply Commis- 
vp a any Other State or public offi- 

The commission also decided. on a fur- 
ther careful investigation of the destroyed’ 
dam, its original des of con- 
struction, and character of foundation.

the dam, which set forth that the ca- 
pacity 8 850,000,000 gallons, and that 
gihce January, 1910, when part of the 
structure slid, the dam had never been

SAYS HE {S DOING: HIS BEST 


Hopes to Have the Worst Streets’ im- 
proved Before-Snow Flies, but More 
Money Is Needed Next Year. 


Borough President George .McAneny, in 
an address before-the Chamber of Com- 
meroé, told at length yesterday what his 
administration’ ‘has accomplished in the 
matter of improving the paving . condi- 
tions-of New York'and what it hopes to 
do in the future. His speech was in the 
nature of a defense of the charge re- 
cently made by the Chamber,.the Mer- 
chants’ Association, and. other civic 
bodies that New York hag the worst 
paving. of any city in the world. “ 

While admitting .that the present pav- 
ing is in a bad condition, Mr. McAneny 
placed the blame on ‘poor foundations, to 
which his administration fell heir,’ par- 
‘ticularly that composed of stone blocks 
resting upon sand. He said that new 
pavements should be laid.instead of re-/ 
pairs only’ being ‘made, and that to Se-j 
complish ‘this more money must be ap- 
proptiated. -He continued: ’ 

“Unquestionably the problem of proper 
paving in New York is one of the most 
difficult the cfty authorities are called 
upon to face. This is especially true in 
the Borough of Manhattan, where condi- 
tions inherited from"the past are worst, 
and where the volume and complexity of 


street traffic are greater than anywhere 
else on earth. P 

“The estimated cost of taking care of 
wear and tear in Manhattan alone dur- 
ing the*year: 1912 runs ‘over $1,000,000, 
and a large part of this excessive cost is 
due to the fact that we are continually 
paying for the-repairing of streets which 
-— er be repaired, but repaved.

When President Cennolly: reached.:the 
Borough Hall in his own automobile yes- 
terday morning he was accompanied by 
is -wife,- This incident; together with 
the hour of his arrival, broke all tradi- 
tions of the office. - Mrs. Connolly -was 
wide awake to the situation. 

“I have always been interested. in’ pub- 
lic affairs,” she said in an interview,

all of Mr. Connolly's work. I have-been 
his companion in all his different posi- 
tions..

Retired California Merchant Belleves 
Earthquake Responsible for. His 
' Attacks. 


Christian De Wein, 68 years old, a re- 





esterday from .Néw 
Orleans, was t suddenly ill, about 10 
o'clock in the morning while walking 
along Broadway near: Union Square. Sév- 
eral men carried him ‘to a bench in the 
park end an ambulance was summoned 
from St. Vincent’s Hospital. - 

The surgeon, Dr.. Bigelow, questioned 
De Wein, but he was unable to tell whp 
he was or where he lived. De Wein .was 
then taken to the hospital, and haif an 
hour later had recovered the use of his 
faculties and was apparently none the 
worse for his experience. 

De Wein was at the Hotel Windsor, in 
San Francisco, at the time of the earth- 

uake, and he believes the ‘shock he suf- 
fered at that. time was responsible for 
his temporary lapse of memory. ‘ He:has 
suffer from the attacks twice sihoe, 
the first occurring just one year after 
the earthquake, while he was at his home 
in Berkeley... The second attack. same 
two years and a half later, on his. birth- 
day, and just two years ago yesterday. 

De Wein said that he suffered no pain, 
and -that the attacks ‘had no harmful aft- 
er-effect. “ Byerything seemed to ‘whirl 
around in my brain and then all becam 
blatik;"’ he’ explained.

POLITICS OF THE TRUST QUESTION. 

The trust, question may be ap- 
proached from two angles. Politicians 
conceivably. might either profess at- 
tachment to the interests of the -ulti- 
mate consumer of trust products, or 
they might play upon the sentiment 
which those who have’ not feel against 
those who have. Statesmen can argue 
both that the ultimate consumers’ in- 
terests lie with the trysts administered 
in the light of reason, and that. the 
hatred of the have-nots against the 
haves ought to be kept under control 
both by themselves and by the entire 
community .when it expresses its will 
in the form of statutes; for the facts 
are with them. But in fact politicians 
are limited to the grudge against cap- 
ital for their strength with the voters. 

In his address before the Detroit 
Board of Commerce Mr. PERKINS con- 
siders both these points with sincerity 
and moderation. He is not a thick 
and thin defender of the money power, 
because he would be the last to deny 
that sometimes it makes mistakes. 
Success comes to those who make few- 
est mistakes, and Mr. PERKINs’s point 
of view is that the assailants of the 
trusts make more mistakes than the 
trusts. themselves. Those who argue 
for the smashing of the trusts in the 
interests of the community in general 
must be prepared to answer these 
questions: 

Firet—Has labor been benefited? 
Has labor been given steadier em- 
ployment and higher wages? 

Second—Has the consumer beech 
benefited? Has the consumer been 
given a better article and at a lower 
price? 

Third—Has our financial fabric been 
strengthened? Has more stability 
been given to ousiness, better , secur- 
ity to the investments in which the 
people have placed their money? 

Fourth—Has the new order of things 
etill further enlarged our foreign trade 
balances? 

Fifth—Have our sons and grandsons 
been put in the way of having strong- 
er or weaker weapons for use in their 
struggle for their full share of the 
commerce of the world? 

Sixth—Has the new order of things 
done * more in the way of promoting 
profit-sharing plans between capital 
and labor, accident and relief bene- 


fits, old-age pensions, and general 
welfare work in factories and milis? 








These questions relate to the work- 
ings of the system on which big busi- 
ness is based, and the answers cannot 
be supplied by citing misconduct in in- 
dividual cases. The misconduct 
should be punished and prevented 
hereafter, but that can be done with- 
out destroying the system which has 
produced such undeniably great and 
general benefits. The United States 
cannot hope to prosper by penalizing 
efficiency and forbidding commercial 
geriius to act according to its own 
methods when they are approved by 
experience and morality.

he did it “unless it was specifically 
prohibited by law.” There was no 
lack of specific prohibitions forbidding 
Mr. RooseveE.t to intervene with force 
and arms to prevent the putting down 
of the trumpery Panama rebellion by 
the Colombian Government. Not only 
did he violate itaternational law and 
usage, but he took a course in plain} 
violation of our treaty guarantee of 
the rights of sovereignty and property 
which Colombia had over Panama. A 
guarantee that would have demanded 


Panama against a foreign enemy cer- 
tainly could not be held void and of 
no effect as against us. It is a singu- 


guarantor to seize the property guar- 
anteed in the hands of its possessor. 

It is quite useless for Mr. RooOsEVELT | 
to attempt to tell the American peo- 
ple that the “ revolution’ on the Isth- 
mus was a spontaneous and genuine 
uprising of the people. The “ fuses”’ 
of rebellion were being “‘lit,”’ of course, 
but Colombia would have had very 
little trouble in stamping out the blaze 
if the armed forces of the United 
States had not stayed her hand. Mr. 
ROOSEVELT admits that he gave orders 
to prevent the landing of the Gov- 
ernment troops of Colombia within fifty 
miles of Panama. That, and that 
alone, insured the success of the 
“revolution.” It was an intervention 
on our part not only without warrant 
of law, but against law. Indeed, the 
ex-President seems to lay most stress 
upon the argument that the means 
were justified by the end. He wanted 
to build the canal, therefore he “‘ took 
the Canal Zone.” He affirms that in 
so doing he served the interests of the 
United. States and of the whole world. 
He was not going to let “any group 
of bandits, foreign or domestic,” stop 
the construction of the canal. If Mr. 
ROOSEVELT really wants to know what 
the world thinks of his proceeding, let 
him read the responsible press of his 
own country and consult the opinion 
of the publicists of highest standing 
in other countries.

It put a 
stain upon’ our National reputation 
which we can remove only by making 
proper reparation to the United States 
of Colombia.

A clergyman is not em- 
ployed to give his_time and services to any- 
body who asks him, but to those who belong 
to his congregation, and pay the expenses of 
tis Hvelihood. He cannot ask the butcher, the 
grocer, the landlord, and others to feed and 
shelter him for nothing, but must pay his 
bills like every other citizen. But where is 
the money to come from? Most of it comes 
from @ faithful congregation, and some of it 
comes from extra services rendered to those 
who desire a clergyman, and are not con- 
tributors to any church. What right have they 
to ask a minister to marry them or bury 
thein dead or christen their babies without 
financial compensation? Would they ask a 
physician to attend the birth of a child for 
| nothing, even though he had many wealthy 
patients? Not unless they were in dire pov- 
erty, and then he would be happy to give 
his services just as clergymen are happy to 
render every service to the poor for nothing. 

But I have found that the people whe do 
not want to pay the minister are, as a rule, 
well able to pay. They go nowhere to church; 
they support’ no religious Institution with .their 
money, but when some one dies in their family 
they want him to have religious burial, and 
they demand a half day of @ minister's time, 
and then make no remuneration.

DANGER ON DOUBLE-EXIT CARS. 


Conductors “Give the Bell” Refore 
the Front Platform is Cleared. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Some time there will probably be a sad ac- 
cident on one of our cars with double exits, 
and it Will be the fault of the conductor. Let 
any one notice how the conductor “ gives the 
bell '’- to the motorman while persons are get- 
ting out by the forward exit, and ask himself if 
all the requirements for a bad accident do’ not 
exist on every such car. I have noticed it par- 
ticularly on the red cars, “As soon as the rear 
platform is clear, the conductor gives the bell 
without the slightest regard to what is going 
on forward. The car may be full, or it may be 
nearly empty: all the same comes that impera- 
tive double bell, 

Is it an order to the motorman? Or acts it 
mean only “If you are ready, go ahead’? I 
believe Admiral Dewey at Manila said ‘If you 
are ready,-Mr. Gridley, you may begih firing.” 
This plan seems to have been adopted on our 
street cars. But suppose the motorman has 
his mind on his crank and is not looking 
around to see what the passengers are doing; 
suppose he absent-mindedly obeys the order to 
go ahead. An aged or infirm passenger may 
be in the very act of stepping down, and may 
easily be thrown to the ground. 

We poor New Yorkers have learned to be 
very wary in getting ‘out forward; we wait 
to see whether the motorman is going to obey 
instanter that clanging double bell, or allow 
us to step down in safety. But it is very 
trying, and I get nervous whenever I see a 
Woman going out by the front platform.

Recovery in Afternoon Brings 
Net Gains for the Day in 
Most Stocks, 


TRADING GROWS LIGHTER 


\ 
Betterment in Monetary Situation 
Abroad—Dividends Resumed on 
_U. & Rubber Common. 


A recovery of about 2 points from the 
low prices of the day in a number of 
the active stocks carried practically. all of 
these to a level fractionally higher than 
Wednesday’s close, and in some instancés 
the net improvement amounted to more 
than a point. Bear traders bent upon 
making capital out of the fact*that stocks 
have recently sold considerably under the 
present level and tounting, perhaps, upon 
Success in efforts to force another reac- 
tion, have been credited with a good deal 
of selling during recent days. More sell- 
ing of this kind was apparently under 
way yesterday, but the day brought no 
news to encourage this movement, and 
the rebound which occurred during the 
afternoon was relatively large compared 
With the volume ‘of transactions, which 
for the five hours’ trading fell consider- 
ably short of the previous day’s total. 


have.come as an aftermath of the money 
market stress abroad has been the recent 
easing in money rates at the European 
centres. The absence in yesterday's for- 
cign adviccs of any reference to tension 
in the Paris money market in connection 
with the settlement which was in prog- 
ress there helped to emphasize the fact 
that the money markets have undergone 
a considerable change for the better. The 
sterling exchange rate here was steady 
after its recent reaction from the advance 
which had caried it to the highest level of 
the year. Sterling also was higher et 
Paris, and nothing was heard during the 
day of any further probable shipments of 
gold from New York to Paris. On the 
contrary, attention is being directed in 
banking circles to the possibility of a 
somewhat early return to this market of 
the gold which was recently exported. 
With the: growth of the cotton export 
movement, which normally will have 
reached considerably larger proportions 
by ‘the end of this month, the expected 
increased supply of commercial bis here, 
falling coincidentally with the maturing 
of a large amount of loans lately made by 
this market to Berlin, is suggesting to 
some bankers the likelihood of gold im- 
ports. It has long been counted as one of 
the important reserve assets of this 
money market that it was this year In a 
position, if need be, to call upon Europe 
for gold, and although events have so 

what modified the position which this 
market lately held in reference to the 
money markets abroad, the recent lending 
of money to Germany indicated clearly 
the strength of the monetary position at 
New York. Political developments might 
possibly bring about fresh demands upon 
the European money markets, but the 
disposition among bankers here is to re- 
gard as improbable a repetition at the 
end of this month of the offer of interest 
rates as high as were made by Berlin at 
the close of September, when as much as 
7 per cent. was bid for American money 
for use until the close of this month. The 
Bank of England's weekly « statement 
showed a loss of about $12,500,000 gold, 
and the Bank of France reported the 
much smaller loss of $500,000. Both insti- 
tutions reported an expansion in loans. 

It was after the close of the market that 
the Directors.of the United States Rubber 
Company announced the declaration of a 
quarterly dividend of 1 per cent. upon the 
company’s common stock. This is the 
first dividend paid on these shares since 
1900. The return of the common stock of 
this industrial to the dividend list is a 
grateful variation from the apprehensions 
regarding the maintenance of some exist- 
ing dividend rates which lately have been 
a factor in the unsettlement of stock mar- 
ket prices. Something has been heard 
during the last few days of buying by 
capitalists who until recently were re- 
puted to be among those who had adopted 
a position of reserve toward the market. 
after having been sellers of a large 
amount of stock in the earliest stages of 
the decline. Neither yesterday’s reports 
regarding these interests nor the earlier 
ones which purported to reveal their atti- 
tude toward the stock market can be 
counted on as free from the inaccuracy 
which so frequently occurs in stock mar- 
ket reports regarding individual opera- 
tions, but the report that such buying 
Was under way was one of the things 
which influenced stock market sentiment. 
Something. too, was heard of improve- 
ment in some quarters of the bond mar- 
ket, partly on purchases prompted by the 
recent decline from the alrea low rate 
at which call money had long been lend- 
ng.

Copper and Steel Outlook Good. 

For allt the hesitation among steel con-

Government and Importers Err 
Classification of Grease. 


In overruling a protest filed by J. W. 
Greenhalgh & Co., the Board of United 
States General Appraisers has decided 
that merchandise invoiced as ‘ Curriers’ 
Grease ’’ is neither crude nor refined. The 
_Government assessed duty at the rate of 
'% of 1 cent a pound upon the theory that 
the article was refined. On the other 
hand, the importers alleged the product 
to be crude, and therefore. dutiable at-% 
of 1 cent per pound. In overruling the im- 
porters’ contention; Judge. McClelland for- 
the board, said in part: 

“From the evidence in the case there 
fs no mistaking the fact that the mer- 
chandise is not what it is claimed to be by 
the protestants. We are inclined to’ the 
belief that that it is equally clear that it 
is not refined wool- grease as contended 
by the Government. Accepting the evi- 
somes of the chemist,. who not only ana- 
a the merchandise, but passed it of-' 
ficially as examiner, -we,are forced to the 
conclusion that this grease is a pee 
of wool grease, the result of distillation. 

“Tt is therefore neither a crude wool 
grease _ such a grease refined or im- 
proved in value or condition. It has 
ceased to be either and has become a new 
atticle with a new name suitable for
